SAVANNAH, Aug, 16—Sponsor- 
ship by the Georgia Press Associa- 
tion of a State Chamber of Com- 
merce to promote Georgia's natural 
resources was recommended by 
Pres. Belmont Dennis in his annual 
report to GPA members here Fri- 
day. 

“The Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Development Board will soon 
pass into oblivion due to a change 
of administration,” Dennis told 
Georgia editors assembled for the 
Association’s sixtieth annual con- 
vention.

ean be maintained to great ad- 
vantage by the formation of a 
State Chamber of Commerce. ’ 

Such an organization, said Den- 
nis, should be supplemented by a 
long-range program of State aid 
.to encourage building of adequate 
facilities for tourists, hunters and 
fishermen. 

He recommended the State set 
aside a million dollars a year, for 
a period of 10 years, for the pur. 
pose, Preference should be given 
discharged veterans wishing to 
build hunting and fishing camps, 
he added. 

STATE SUBSIDY 

“You cannot expect. private 
capital to place thousands of dol- 
lars in any really constructive 
planning when they realize it is 
a long, hard gamble, with the re- 
ward in the distant future,” Den- 
nis declared. “It is my 
ithe State should subsidize such fa- 
cilities with long-term loans or di- 
rect grants to allow these facili- 
ties to be built and the various 
hunting and fishing places devel- 
oped.

And the mandate was given, and accept- 
ed, for the express purpose of providing 
a homeland for Jews who wanted to go 
there. 

At the time, the mandate was accepted 
in all sincerity. But that was before oil, 
and Russia, began to appear so formidably.

The Jews, by resorting to terrorism, 
sought to duplicate what the Arabs had 
done in Palestine in 1936 when by terror 
they stopped immigration.

Cows to Greece 


Senator Bilbo and I, who had a great meet- 
ing of minds on Sen. Taft, of whom they say 
that he has a great mind until he makes it up, 
are pleased about the shipment of Mississippi cattle to Greece. 
At least I assume the Senator is pleased. I am. 


I think it is one of the neatest and most internationally gra- 
cious little acts a State ever thought up to dramatize the fact it is 
one of the leading cow States in America. 

It would be interesting to know how they financed if. Maybe 
UNRRA helped. Maybe not. Maybe they took it out of the State's 
revolving fund. 

Anyhow, the second consignment, 781 dairy cows, presented to 
Greece by the Mississippi dairy farmers, has just arrived in the 
capital city of Athens. This brings to more than 1,500 the number 
of Mississippi cows sent to the Grecks. 

It was a practical and original gift. Some Mississippi agri- 
cultural students went along with the shipments to feed, water 
and otherwise serve as valet to the cows. 

These cows now will be distributed to the farmers of Greece 
and will help form the basis of the agricultural comeback of the 
Greeks. 


Pastures I hope some of the cows get to the islands where 
burning Sappho loved and sung, where Homer twanged 
his blooming lyre; where Hercules cleaned the Augean stables; 
where Sparta was and Olympus is; and that some will graze on the 
plains where the Persian host was routed and driven into the sea, 
A cow has sensibilities, even a cow from Sen. Bilbo’s State, 
and these Mississippi cows will enjoy Greece. The grass may not 
be so plentiful for a time, save in the islands, The people have 
had to eat it. There will not be ch corp, if any, this Winter. 
But the Greek farmers value axtw. T put a value on a cow 
which is higher, even, than our own>~ 
Of course, the Mississippi cows will have a little trouble with 
the language. For a time everything will be Greek to them. But, 
after a time, they will forget all about the drawl of the Delta and 
the slow speech of the hills, and will understand Greek better than 
most university students in classes of Greek, 


I hope a few are pastured near Athens so they 
Parthenon may look, in the afternoon, toward the Acropolis 
and see the soft whug beauty of the Parthenon and the red roofs 
along its slopes. I believe a cow will give milk with more butter 
fat in it if she can lift her eyes now and then to the Parthenon. I! 
know they will like the smell of almond blossoms. 

At any rate, it was a fine act. It will be remembered long after 
the impersonal, but necessary and valuable, contribution of UNRRA 
is forgot. 

After a time there will grow up legends about them. A century 
from now there will be cows pointed out in the Greek villages that 
are descendants of the Mississippi cows. 

I wish Georgia had thought of it. In fact, it is embarrassing 
that we should have so much attention called to the fact that 
Mississippi, through the fine work of her State College and Exten- 
sion Service, has developed the dairy and cheese industries to such 
a high degree she can go shipping hundreds of cows to Greece 
just to advertise it—and do a fine, humanitarian job at the same 
time.

My friend in the upper councils of filmdom 
writes from New York on the subject of differing 
concepts of propriety in different countries and 

of the headaches and expense this brings to movie producers. 
Chiefly in Hollywood and in Elstree, which is England’s center of 
the movie-making industry. 

He quotes Time’s cinema editor on the subject, f'rinstance, of 


bosoms and how much display of said feminine asset is permissible 


in either country. 

It seems British custom permits greater display of the gals’ 
upper torsos than is proper in America. Thus some of the ex- 
ceptionally well-endowed—in this respect—stars of recent British 
films have appeared in costumes lacking sufficient drygoods in 
front to conform with American propriety. In other words, the 
necklinés have been too low. The British public, the argument 
continues, think nothing of it, although they are apt to be some- 
what critical of excessive display of female legs, which American 
audiences accept as the natural order of things theatrical, at least. 

The big headache for the film makers on 


The Big Headache both sides of the Atlantic, however, is 
found in the difference in idiom, or slang, between the two countries. 


Every British bride who has joined her American ex-GlI hus- 
band on this side knows this difference in slang. Presumably every 
ex-GI who served in Britain during the recent war knows it also. 


There are expressions, bits of everyday slang used by ‘most 
everyone in America without offense in any society, which carry 
entirely different—and most vulgar—meaning in England. If they 
were used in any decent English society the hearers would be 
shocked speechless. Perhaps breathless. 

The same is true, in reverse, about many everyday British 
expressions. They are used by the most proper and primmest of 
old maids in Britain, because they mean something altogether dif- 
ferent to. what they do here. In the States their meaning is such 
they can only be used in what we dub “Pullman smoker” con- 
versation. Even then they are repugnant to most people. 


You can easily understand, then, that many 
scenes Remade American-made movies contain § dialogue 
that bars them from British screens, while often there is dialogue 
in British movies that, if heard in our theaters, would place the 
manager in jail in quick time. 

So, it is common practice in Hollywood, and in Elstree, to re- 
shoot some scenes, using different dialogue, in order that the films 
will be acceptable in other countries than their land of origin. 

Expensive, but necessary, until the time comes when some sort 
of international board of moral propriety can devise an acceptable 
code on costume and verbal customs, uniform for all lands.

New British Foreign Policy 


LONDON—The first paper presented to the Cabinet by Ernest 
Bevin, after taking office as Foreign Minister, is sometimes called 
the “people’s not pashas memorandum.” It was a study of the deli- 
cate Middle Eastern situation. It advocated abandonment of the 
traditional policy of indirect control of the Middle East through 
the established semi-feudal rulers. As a substitute, it proposed rais- 
ing the level of the life of the masses by a great network of pro}- 
ects similar to the Tennessee Valley Authority, and securing the 
collaboration of the Middle Eastern nations by appealing to the 
“people” rather than the “pashas.” 

Bevin’s paper announced a change in basic British foreign pol- 
icy which has escaped American attention even more completely 
than the great changes which are taking place within Britain. 
Against the inflamed background of the Palestine question, the 
change may be hard to understand. Yet the effort is worth mak- 
ing, since partnership with the United States is the second concept 
of the new British foreign policy, as the change announced by 
Bevin is the first. 

Thus far what has happened is only dimly apparent for a very 
simple reason. Bevin’s memorandum was discussed in detail 
and approved in principle by the Cabinet. But the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Hugh Dalton, had to point out that he was in the 
situation of old Mother Hubbard. The treasury cupboard was 
bare, and a network of TVA's in the Middle East would be very 
costly. Therefore, full implementation of Bevin’s plans had to 
be deferred, and is still being deferred. 

The same restraining influence is at work in many other areas 
besides the Middle East. But the fact that the British do not 
as yet have the cash to act upon their new concept of foreign pol- 
icy does not alter the fact that the concept exists. Ultimately, 
the Labor Government hopes to secure the British position all over 
the world by using econemic means to promote social, political 
and economic health in areas of British influence or attachment. 


Many Signs This will. be a radical modification of the old 

politics. Omitting the Middle East, 
which @edeserves separate and more detailed examination, there 
are already many signs of the new concept's importance. 

Within the Empire, the rule had held since, the seventeenth 
century that the colonies must be self-supporting. Two years 
before the Labor Government took power, however, the astute 
colonial minister of the Churchill Government, Oliver Stanley, 
announced that the British Treasury must at last begin to con- 
tribute funds for colonial development. The Labor Government 
has considerably extended the scope of Stanley's plan. India is 
being given full responsibility for her own future; Egypt is being 
evacuated, and throughout the colonies there is hardly one where 
constitutional changes tending toward democratization have not 
been announced in the last 12 months. At the same time an initia] 
sum of about $600,000,00 has been set aside as the contribution of 
the British people to future colonial development, to be matched 
by contributions from the colonies themselves. The development 
schemes under consideration emphasize irrigation, erosion control 
and industry of local social value, rather than the profitable extrac- 
tion industries, such as gold and diamond mining, and the big 
scale planting which used to be the colonial standard. In the field 
of foreign policy proper, evidences of the new concept are less 
general, but still observable. One such as t report of Bevin’s 
able assistant, Hector McNeil, after investigating the tragic Greek
